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LIBRARIANS  REPORT 


There  were  thirty-nine  books  purchased  in  1941. 

Many  of  the  books  purchased  were  from  authors,  such 
as  Lloyd  Douglas,  A.  J.  Cronin,  Grace  L.  Hill,  Joseph 
Lincoln,  Emile  Loriug,  Faith  Baldwin,  Rachel  Field,  and 
many  other  authors  that  are  one  hundred  per  cent  in 
the  literary  world  as  writers  of  fiction. 

Several  books  of  non-fiction  have  been  purchased  by 
the  Librarian, 

We  have  received  as  gifts  some  over  one  hundred  books 
from  Rev.  Harry  Taylor,  formerly  of  Pittsfield,  now 
living  in  Portland,  Ore. 

Mr.  Ned  Parker  of  Farmington  has  again  kindly  re- 
membered our  library  with  six  books  this  past  year.  Two 
of  the  books  which  he  has  presented  very  recently  are : 
"The  Flag  of  our  United  States"  and  "Ways  of  Birds." 

The  New  Hampshire  Troubadour,  singing  praises  of 
New  Hampshire,  still  comes  to  us  every  month,  through 
the  kindness  of  the  State  Planning  and  Development 
Commission  of  Concord,  N.  H. 

The  usual  books  have  been  sent  to  us  from  the  State.
